RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS. 

The wharf had a more lively appearance yes- 
terday than it has for the last three months, pro- 
duced by the rise. Up to yesterday it had risen 
about one foot and was still rising slowly. 
Boats which left Cincinnati on Saturday even- 
ing report that the river had commenced falling 
there. There has been no rise in any of the 
tributaries of the Ohio between Cincinnati and 
Cairo. The present rise will give about 3{ 
feet water from Portland to Cairo. Freights 
have declined. 

About ft| o'clock last night it commenced 
raining and poured down for upwards of an 
hour at a tremendous rate. About 10 o'clock 
another shower fell. 

The Canal. — We understand that a letter was 
received yestsrday from Cincinnati requesting 
Capt. Lockbart to open the canal. There is, 
however, some excavation necessary to be done 
near the head of the canal where there is no 
embankment. A large force was employed on 
it yesterday, and with a few days fair weather 
it will be accomplished. 

The Falls. — Capts. Vansickle and Dryden 
have ceased working on the falls in consequence 
of the rise in the river and the exhaustion of 
funds. The flatboat channel is now wide enough 
for steamboats to run. There were about 16 
inches water on the flats last evening. The 
Muscle is to be taken over the falls to-day. 
The Chamber of Commerce of this city hat 
apprcpiated $300 and the City Council $200 to 
Capts. Vansickle and Dryden. No appropria- 
tion has as yet been made by any other city, 
though Cincinnati and Pittsburgh are probably 
more benefitted by the improvement than Louis- 
ville. 

The following in relation to the Mississippi 
we copy from the St. Louis News of Friday 
evening: 

During the past twenty-four hours, ending at 
noon to-day, it has rained almost constantly, 
and durirg last night and a good portion of this 
morning, it poured down at a great rate. The 
Sam. Gaty, in this morning from Quincy. re- 
ports heavy rains for the past two days all along 
tLe river from here to Keokuk. We have not 
heard from the Illinois or Missouri this morn- 
ing, but have reason to believe that the same 
rains have extended along those rivers. Since 
dark last evening, the river at this point has 
risen two to three inches, and the rains have 
not as yet had time to take effect. 

The last boat from below reports eight and a 
half feet water at Fairchild's island and Hole- 
in- the-Wall, seven feet at Catfish bend, six and 
a half feet at Helena, and six feet at Presidents 
island, five and a half feet at Asbport and from 
there to Island No. 16. On the worst bars from 
Cairo to St. Loui? she found but five feet. The 
Chancellor being sunk in the channel at Goose 
island, makes it difficult for boats to pass at 
that point. 

Sunk in R(ality.— The Creole is badly sunk. 
She struck a snag while rounding out from a 
woodyard, above Columbia, on the 20th inst, 
and went down in deep water. The boat was 
on her way to New Orleans and was heavily 
leaded with produce. 

The following is from the New Orleans Bul- 
letin, of last Mondny: 

./fectiienf to the Steamer Natchez — The officers 
of the steamer Judah Touro, which arrived 
last night, report they passed the steamer Natch- 
ez, hence for Vicksburg, lying at the head of 
Grand View Reach, having lost her starboard 
wheel entire, also the wheelhouse. Was hailed 
by the Natchez and requested to take her in 
tow, but in consequence of the Toure having a 
large cargo of cotton on board and the wind 
blowing fresh, was unable to accommodate 
them. 

The Moses McLellan made her appearance 
at the wharf yesterday and looked as bright as 
a new dollar. The McLellan is commanded by 
Capt. Hildreth. 

The steamer Superior will be down this morn- 
ing and leave for Cincinnati at 11 o'clock. 
This will be the Superior's first trip. 

The light-draught steamer S. P. H:bbard is 
the evening packet to-day. She starts at 3 
o'clock, 

The new steamer Kate French, a pretty 
stetnWheeler, arrived from Cincinnati yester- 
day, where she was built. She returns to that 
port at 11 o'clock to-day. 

Xeto Steamer La Grande, Capt. Luke Wain- 
wright. — This new steamer, just completed at 
New Albany, departs to-morrow evening from 
Portland. She is a low-water boat, yet she is 
both a passenger and freight boat of the finest 
class. Her cabins are furnished beautifully and 
have all the comforts that are to be had on boats 
of the largest class. She has 40 state-rooms. 

Her hull is 200 feet long, has 33 feet beam, 
and a hold 5 feet deep. She draws but 24 
inches light and will go out on the rise without 
detention.

The free 
mates have 176, and the slave 120.

NEGRO INSURRECTION IN TEXAS. 

Columbus, Colorado co., Sept. 9, 1856. 

The object of this communication is to state 
Id you all toe f rls of any importance cor.nect- 
e4 with a recent inter d?d insurrection. 

Our suspicions were aroused about two weeks 
ego, when a matting of the citizens of the coun- 
ty was called, and a committee of investigation 
appointed to ferret out the whole matter, and 
lay the facts before the people of the county 
f»r tteir consideration. The committee enter- 
ad upon their duties, ar-d in a short time were 
jb full possession of the facts of a well-organ- 
ised and systematized plan for the muider of 
•or entire white population, with the exception 
ef the young ladies, who were to be taken cap- 
Jivea and made the wives of the diabolical mur- 
derers of their paren's and friends. The ccm- 
stittee found in their possession a number of 
•utols, bowie-knives, guns, and ammunition. 
Their passwords of organization were adopted, 
•fid their motto, "Leav- not a shadow behind." 

Last Satuiday, the 6th ii.st , was the time 
•greed upon for the execution of their damning 
-design'. At a late hour at night all were to 
aake one simultaneous, desperate effort with 
Irem two to ten apportioned to nearly every 
MMM in the couoty, kill all the whiteslave the 
above exceptions, plunder their homes, take 
Jheir horses aud arms, and fi^ht their way on to 
a "free State'' (Mexico). 

Notwithstanding the intense excitement 
which moved every member of our community, 
•id the desperate measures to which m^n are 
liable to be led on by such Impending danger, 
ie which we had been exposed by our indul- 
gence and leniency to our slaves, we must sav 
Has people acted with more caution and delibe- 
ration than ever bef >:e characterized the ac- 
xm»d of any people under similar circumstances. 

More than two hundred negroes had vioLted 
the law, the penalty of which i3 death. But 
by a unanimous cou.-ent the law was withheld 
and their lives spared with the exception of 
three of the ringleaders, who were on Fri- 
day, the 5th inst., at 2 o'clock P. M., hung, 
with the unanimous voice of the citizens of the 

Without exception, every Mexican in the 
••onty was implicated. They were arrested 
aad ordered to leave the country within five 
flays, and never again to return under the pen- 
alty of death. There is one, however, by the 
same of Franli, who is proven to be one of the 
yrkoe movers of the effair, that was not arres- 
ted, bat we hope that he may yet be, and have 
■»eted ont to him Euch a reward as hi3 black 



We are satisfied that the lower class of the 
Mexican population are incendiaries in any 
country where slaves are held, and should be 
dealt with accordingly. And, for the benefit 
of the Mexican population, we should here 
state that a resolution was passed by the unani- 
mous votes of the county forever forb.ddn.g 
any Mexican from coming within the limits of 
the county. 

Peace, quiet, and good order are again re- 
stored, tnd by the watchful care of our vigi- 
lance committee, a well organized patrol and 
good discipline among our planters, we are 
persuaded that there will never again occur the 
necessity of a communication of the character 
of this.

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shocking Occurrence— Two Humeri Eat n 
tj Wolves. — Our pen has seldom had to record 
a more heart-rending circumstance than we are 
about to relate. Some ten days ago, in the 
•ortherly extremity of the township of Mor- 
aington, two females went out in the evening 
m search of their cows, and not returning th t 
aifht, search was made in the morning, when 
their skeletons were only to be found, their 
iesh having been devoured by the wolves. We 
are yet unable to record the particulars— the 
•ad outlines only having as yet reached us. Our 
informant also states that a man in that locali- 
ty has been missing for the last ten days. No 
trace of him can be found whatever, and fears 
are enterta< ed that he met the same lamentable 
late as the unfortunate women. 

The wolves were never before known to be 
•o numerous or so ravenous as they are this sea- 
son in this section of the country. It is re- 
garded as unsafe to be alone on the public high- 
ways after dark Reports are reaching us al- 
aaost every week of some of their ravages 
through the country. Almost every body has 
been visited by them, and mischief done to a 
greater or less extent. 

A farmer in North Easthope had 30 sheep 
trilled in one single night by them. They drove 
them to the barn-yard, and killed them there. 
A few nights previous they killed 12 belonging 
•a the same men. 

Bears are also numerous and remarkably 
aancy. A Mr. Bennet of Mornington was at 
taked a short time ago, in his own field, a little 
sfter dark, by an old bear with three cubs. He 
fought her on till some of the neighbors came to 
fcia relief. An immense one was Killed in Mor- 
aaawton a tew days ago.

Appalling Burnim. or a Ship. — The fol 
lowing details of a horrible case of piracy and 
burning cf a ship a f Macao have been received 
at Lloyd',: The Dutch ship Banca, Cant. 
Hey mans, 700 tonsbuiden, with between 300 
and 400 emigrants (coolies) for Havana, pat 
back to Macao, about a month since (the di'- 
patch is dated Hong Kong, Aug. 10), with h< r 
water casks leaking and cat go shifted, having 
encountered boisterous weather, and on reach- 
ing the outer roads brought up to an anchor. 
There she remained repairing, the officers exer- 
cising strict vigilaLce in preventing the coolies 
gdthg a*hore, for fear they wcuid make their 
escape. For three weeks, whatever discontent 
may have prevailed, no tears of an outbreak 
would seem to have been entertained, until a 
Chinese doctor warned the captain that mis- 
chief was brewing. In preparing for such a 
coriiingency as a raising of the coolies, the 
<mal! arms were placed on the poop, and two 
guns were loaded with grape aud pointed for- 
ward. 

About 9 o'clock ot the night of the 3th, the 
disturbance commenced, and thp crew took re- 
fuge on the poop. The captain first fired a shot 
or two overhead, but as that had no effect, and 
the coolies advanced toward them, yelling 
frightfully, armed with belaying pins, bricks 
torn from the cooking places, &c , the captain 
gave orders to his men to fire, and immediately 
a volley was poured into the infuriated mass 
from the two guns, aud also from the small 
arms. This had the effect of checking and 
putting down the riot, and the coolies were 
driven below, but they sought revenge by set- 
ting fire to the ship, and in a few minutes the 
captain was appalled by seeing flames issuing 
up from the fore hatch. A rrightful scene of 
carnage followec; the coolies rushed up on 
deck, and no doubt murdered all the officers of 
the ship. None of taem, nor the captain, were 
afterwards seen. The ship was soon in a blax», 
fore and aft. In abcut an hour the mainmast 
fell with a crash, then the fore and miz.en, and 
about midnight the magazine blew up with a 
tremendous explesion. The ship was instantly 
hurled to fragments, end a vast number cf poor 
creatures, clinging on the chains, perished 
with her. Of the number who were oa board, 
including crew and passengers, about 500, only 
150 escaped with their live-; the remainder 
were either burned in th? ship or drowned. 
The affair has produced a great sensation at 
Hong Kong. 

The Mexican Priesthood. — President 
Comonfort, says the N. Y. Evangelist, is en- 
gaged in the most important and sweeping re- 
form ever undertaken in Mexico in secularizing 
the Catholic Church, and dispossessing it of 
some of its illgotten treasures. The d ffi:u!'ies 
which have obstructed the progress of that 
State hitherto are to be attributed mainly to 
the overwhelming power of the Church. The 
governments which were not pleasing to the 
priests had no stability. Where there were 
two parties contending for tne supremacy 
wh>ch ever the church inclined to succeeded. 
The hierarchy is overwhelming. 

The arch-bishop has nine bishops under him, 
ail having cathedrals and chapters, except the 
Prelate of Sonnra— with 185 prebendaries and 
canouries, 1200 parishes and a regular and 
secular clergy amounting to 10.000 persons un- 
der his complete dominion. Of the regular 
clergy, 2.500 reside in the capital, and the or- 
ders of the Daminicans, Franciscans, Carmel- 
ites, and Merced arians possess 150 convents. 
Tb« saiary of the archbisho,. is $130,000 per 
annum, that of the bishop of Putbla was $110,- 
000. The remaining bishops receive altogether 
about $200,000 more. The Signor Lendo de 
Tegada, who is now at the h*>ad of the finan- 
ces, asserts that the real property of the clergy 
is of the value of from two hundred and li'ly 
to three hundred millions cf dollars. 

In the city of Mexico, containing fwe thou- 
sand ho ises, worth eighty millions of dollars, 
the church owns one-half, and the income has 
been estimated by the minister at twenty mil- 
lions of dollars. Waddy Thompson, our for- 
mer minister at Mexico, was of the opinion 
that one quarter of the whole country belong 
«d to the priests. The quantity of gold, sil- 
ver, and jewels in the chuiches is great enough 
to pay the whole foreign and domestic debt. 
A single balustrade, about three hundied feet 
long in the Cathedral of the capital, is suppos- 
ed to be worth a million of dollars. 

An Incident. — An incident occurred on 
Saturday, at the Arcade, adjoining our office, 
which furnishes aa am>rable commentary upon 
the atrocious charges of the abolitionists of a 
total want of feelings of humani'y on the part 
of the Southern people. Passing through the 
Arcade saloon, we noticed at one of the auc- 
tion-stands a negro girl up for sale, and 
around a closely-packsd crowd that appeared 
to be deeply interested in what was going on. 
Curiosity led us to pause and inquire what was 
the cause ot the apparent excitement. The 
bids were going on in a very spirited manner, 
and genera, 1/ at an advance of only five dol- 
lars at a bid, and at every bid the eyes of the 
crowd would quickly turn in the direction 
whence the bids proceeded, the interest and 
excitement being in the meanwhile upon the 
increase. The girl, a bright, intelligent mu- 
latress, about fourteen years old, was evident- 
ly not indifferent to what was transpiring. 
There was no moisture in her eyes, but they as- 
sumed an expression which indicated that she 
felt some anxiety in regard to the result of the 
sale, which 13 rot generally the case. As the 
bids reached near a thousand dollars, the ex- 
citement became intense, and, as that figure 
%-as called, a spontaneous hiss was beard from 
one end of the room to the other, followed by 
a vehement shout of "Turn him out!" "Turn 
him out!" A rush was made for the door, the 
hammer had fallen, and the gill also into the 
arms of — her mother, who had become her pur- 
chaser! 

The explanation cf it all was that the woman 
had been freed by her owner, and had earned 
money enough to buy her child, the mulatress 
in question, and being a very valuable servant 
several persons were very anxious to obtain 
her, hut all of them, with one exception, had 
pledged the mother that they would not bid 
against her, and they honorably kept their 
faith. It was the conduct of this one, who 
was bidding against the mother, which so exas- 
perated the crowd on the occasion. The man 
made good his escape, fortunately so for him 
we think, as we heard sundry expressions about 
"lynching," etc., as the crowd came back to 
talk over the matter. The mother was so much 
affected by the joy of having obtained posses- 
sion of her child, that she swooned away and 
was carried out of the saloon. 

We may add that the sale was a succession 
sale, and was not designed to be anything more 
than nominal, and nobody intended that the 
mother should be deprived of her child. 

This incident, showing as it does the real 
feelings that predominate in the South when the 
chord of humanity is touched, is worth more 
than all the mock philanthropy which spends 
itself in crude theory and cheap denunciation, 
which has deluged the country and arrayed its 
different sections in bitter hostility against each 
other in mo dern times. — N. O. Bull etin.

Deepening of the Mississippi River. — The 
contract with the Government of the United 
States, through the Engineer Bureau of the 
War Department, for opening the Southwest 
Pass and Pass a l'Outre, in the Mississippi 
river, to a depth of twenty feet and a width of 
three hundred feet, and to keep these channels 
clear for the period of five years, has been 
awarded to Messrs. Craig & Righter, of New- 
port, Ky. The sum for which they contract to 
perform this work is $330,000. 

Fire at Marietta.— On Wednesday night 
the extensive works of the Harman Manufac- 
turing Company, opposite to Marietta, were en- 
tirely destroyed. They consisted of machine 
shops, foundry, flouring mill, warehouses, and 
a large quantity of rtheat, flour, and machinery 
on hand, was all consumed. Seventy-five to 
one hundred hands are thrown out of employ- 
ment. Loss from $75,000 lo $100,000. In- 
sured for $ 20,000. 

A Type of its Kind. — A gentleman relates 
to the editor of the Norfolk American a very 
good anecdote, based on an incident which re- 
cently took place in one of the cars of the 
North Carolina railroad. It affords a timely 
and appropriate illustration of the tendency of 
a good deal of the ultra Soulhernism just at this 
period. The American says: 

Two persons of a highly respectable ap- 
pearance of being gentlemen, commenced a 
conversation with him upon the political is- 
sues of the day, in which they proceeded to 
stigmatize the current agitation of the slavery 
question, by the Democrats at the South, as au 
arrant humbug, gotten up for party etfeet, &c. 
After a while ihey left their seats and went tor- 
ward for some purpose, when two gentlemen, 
who bad been listening in indignant silenee to 
the Black Republican tirade of the first named 
gentleme.i opened a conversation, in which 
they, took oceasion to castigate, and to de- 
nounce most severely, the abolition proclivities 
of the gentlemen who had dared to stigmatize 
the holy horror of the Democrats over the sla- 
very question., as so much unmitigated humbug — 
ana finally intimated that such men were dan- 
gerous and that it would be better for them to 
leave the State. 

Our friend tried first to induce a more chari- 
table feeling towards the first speakers, but the 
two last would not entertain it; then suggested 
that perhaps thsy (the last speakers) were 
not capable of giving an unbiassed opinion, as 
probably each of them owned an immense num- 
ber of slaves, which property they would be 
jeopardized by the liberal sentiments of the 
two first speakers. They assured him that he 
was mistaken, that neither of them owned a 
single slave, but that their indignation at the 
ioose and incendiary doctrine of the two first 
speakers arose sol ly from a pure devotion to 
the SDuth — unadulterated by a particle of per- 
sonal interest. 

After our friend— who, by the way, has the 
keenest possible relish for a quiet good thing — 
had succeeded in drawing out an immense 
imount of Buncombe indignation, at the vile 
and incendiary doctrines of the first speakers, 
he very naively inquired if they knew who the 
men were whose abolition proclivities they 
were denouncing. No, answered they. Then, 
said he, 1 have the pleasure of informing you 
that one was Mr. Pettigrew, of North Carolina, 
who owns several hundred slaves, aud the other 
is Ja*. C. Johns.m, who owns nearly two thou- 
land! The effect can be imagined.

Power of Enduring Cold. — The mysterious 
compensation by which we adapt ourselves to 
the climate are more striking here than in the 
tropics. In the Polar zone the assault is imme- 
diate and sudden, and, unlike the insidious fa- 
tality of hot countries, produces its result rap 
idly. It requires hardly a single winter to teli 
who are to be heat-making and acclimatized 
men.
